& resume of Dr. Bennitt's address which was built around seven guideposts: 


1, Wildlife depends upon the land. 

2. It is possible to restore a species while harvesting annual crops. 

3. Wildlife is a factor in land economics. 

4. Integration is the keynote of consezvation. 

Oo. Conservation concerns the whole people. 

6. Public benefit implies public financial rasponsibility. 

7. A sound program requires merit in administration, a foundation in research.

Legislation 


The St. Louis Bird Club at its February meeting adopted the following reso- 
lution and placed it in proper hands: 


Whereas, there is a movement on foot in the Missouri Legislature to impede the 
work of our Conservation Cormission, also to set aside the wishes of the people as 
expressed in the overwhelming vote for Amendment Four to the Constitution, creating 
the Conservation Commission; therefore it is hereby 


Resolved that the St. Louis Bird Club at this, its regular meeting, does em- 
phatically oppose any such action on the part of our Legislature and respectfully 
requests our Representatives to vote down any proposal that will hinder the good 
work of the Conservation Commission. 


However, a different bill has been introduced known as the Briggs bill, which 
would reenact the penalty clause, and actually be of value to the Commission. Write 
your representative urging passage of the Briggs Bill. 
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eager A recent Associated Press article, which you may have missed, concerns the 
‘Trumpeter Swan and is herewith reprinted for its interest: 
"In the wild Red Rock Lakes section of Southwestern Montana the Federal Govern- a 


ment is trying to save the trumpeter swan. 


"The beautiful white birds that once were found over the entire North American 
continent now are reduced to 148 in number, 


"A. V. Hull of the Bureau of Biological Surveys said in a talk before the 
tourth annual North American Wildlife Conference: 


"We are inclined to believe that the advance of civilization brought an end to 
thousands of the swan, We think this little flock at the Red Rocks Lakes refuge 
survived only because the section is one of the wildest in the country. They alone 
were untouched because it was hard to reach them, 


‘We are inclined to believe that nature, noting the destruction, deliberately 
ruined the migratory instincts of this last remaining group.’ 


"Under two years of governmental supervision the colony has increased from 
108 to its present size. This has been done by destroying the coyote, the natural 
enemy of the swan, by building artificial nests, and by feeding the birds in winter, 


"The trumpeter swan is the largest of North American water-fowl, sometimes 
standing 60 inches tall, It has a pure white body, with black feet and bill, It 
derives its name from its clear, trumpet-like call."
